“We're not objecting to coming 
into your city,” Mrs. Thomas Bail- 
ey, wife of a Stanford professor, 
declared, “but let’s do this thing 
fairly, in an open, American way. 
We are objecting to your gerryman- 
dering and your evasion of the law.” 

“We are following the statute of 
the law,” the mayor replied. 

James O’Keefe, Jr., city attorney, 
pointed out that islands in an en- 
nexed area are permitted by law. 
He added that the council was fol- 
lowing exactly the California unin- 
habited territory act as amended on 
May 29, 1947. 

Ray Stendell, 1102 North Lemon, 
told the council, “You sent us home 
at the last council meeting and then 
went ahead with the annexation in 
an underhanded manner, behind 
our backs.” 

“T’ll answer that,” O’Keefe replied. 
“You’re not being fair. No one 
chased you home. No one pulled 
anything underhanded behind your 
back. The council merely set a new 
date for a hearing on the annexa- 
tion. ‘You were free to stay, but 
whether you stayed or not, there 
was nothing to stop the council 
from going ahead with a new an- 
nexation proceedings.”

Fourth Of July 


There’s nothing new about a Fourth of July celebration—speeches, 
parades, picnics and fireworks form the standard pattern for the day. 


But the spirit that brought the Fourth of July into being as our 
greatest national holiday is ever new. And we must keep it new in 
our hearts if we are to protect and preserve the great vision that 
was voiced in the Declaration of Independence that “all men are 
created equal” and “are endowed by their Creator with certain un- 
alienable Rights, that among these are Life, Liberty and the pursuit 
of Happiness.” a 


Although 171 years have passed since the day when the Con- 
tinental Congress in Philadelphia sounded the keynote of freedom, 
the world still struggles to realize that freedom. In the past three 
decades we have fought in two titanic wars to prevent encroachment 
on our liberties and to break the shackles with which tyranny has 
bound men. 


But the shackles have not been banished. They continue to be 
applied in many countries—often by the “liberators” of those coun- 
tries. Even in America, minorities are still shackled by prejudice, 
hate and discrimination. 


All this is a reminder that freedom is not a condition which is 
easily established among men, or that automatically perpetuates itself 
once it has been established. Freedom must be constantly cultivated 
in the individual, as well as in the national, consciousness. And it 
must be guarded from the inroads of intolerance, injustice and in- 
humanity. 


Only as this is done can freedom survive. Only as this is done 
can the American people fulfill their obligations both to the men who 
founded and fought for our Nation, and to the generations yet un- 
born. 


| Death In The Dark 


(a) Sixty percent of all fatal auto accidents occur at night. 

(b) Night traffic volume is only one-fourth as great as day time. 

(c) One accident in 22 is fatal in darkness. 

(d) One accident in 37 is fatal in daylight. 

The above statistics are sent us by the Office of Infromation of 
the Street and Traffic Safety Lighting Bureau of Cleveland, Ohio. 
No doubt the proportions are similar in other areas, and one can be 
quite sure that the majority of fatal accidents occur in darkness. 

The report pleads for better visibility on our highways after dark 
—a good idea. It concludes, “Dusk, darkness and fatigue are the 
allies of accidents”. No mention is made of another pal of darkness 
and accidents—Drink. No amount of improved lighting will offset 
the off-center judgment of a drunk driver.

Look, Americans—you are planning to celebrate the Fourth of 
July weekend by having a whale of a time. Okay—so have your fun 
and excitement. But the San Mateo County Traffic Safety Com- 
mission, preferring that you stay with your family rather than join 
the statistics on accidents, urges you to get your big bang out of the 
holiday with common sense, rather than recklessness, lighting the 
fuse.

Possession Is Nine Points of the Law 


For over a year the City of Menlo Park has had its eye upon 
twenty acres of the Dibble Hospital land—land improved by buiild- 
ings that could be uséd’ by city departments for offices, trucks, cor- 
poration yards, etc., and by other buildings well suited for public 
meetings and for recreation. Also on that twenty acres are tennis 
courts, ball fields, swimming pool, picnic grounds. 


The RECORDER ran a descriptive account of the property and 
its suitability for city use, with several front page pictures. 


At that time the entire Dibble grounds were under the custod- 
ianship of Stanford University. Over two months ago the Federal 
Housing Administration office of San Francisco sent word to its 
Washington office that this twenty acres was excess for Stanford 
needs, which would automatically turn the property over to the War 
Assets Administration. This was the glad news for which the City 
of Menlo Park had been waiting. 


But getting an official O.K. to take over seems another matter. 
There lies the land that we might have been enjoying for at least 
two months and haven’t because the papers are probably lying around 
on somebody’s desk at the Nation’s capital. 


City turns to Stanford. Sure, they don’t need it. As far as they 
are concerned we can gladly have it. City turns to FHA in San 
Francisco. Yes, that’s right. They have notified Washington that 
Stanford does not want it. Far as they are concerned we have it. 
City turns to WAA. Nobody they’d rather see have that twenty than 
Menlo Park. It’s all right with them—only they have not received 
notification as yet that the property is now theirs to dispose of. 

However, the city has been granted permission—or rather has 
not been denied permission—to use the facilities as a corporation 
yard, temporarily until they are declared surplus. City Councilmen 
hope that Menlo Park never will have to move out—that the city 
will acquire the property when it becomes officially surplus and will 
continue to use it indefinitely. 

In fact, moving in gives Menlo Park an endge. To quote Council- 
man Vernon Barker, “We'll just move in and maybe someday they’ll 
mail us a deed to the property.” ,

‘We have commented on the po- 
lice department budget for the 
coming year, and noted that it ac- 
counts for 40 per cent of the total 
city expenditures. Next largest it- 
em is the street department, which 
this year will expend 33 per cent 
of the city’s revenues. 

Street department expenditures 
are under two heads, ordinary city 
street maintenance, and gasoline 
tax projects. The gasoline tax 
money, which is received from the 
State, may be used only for main- 
tenance and construction of certain 
designated “streets of major im- 
portance.” ‘These are Santa Cruz, 
Oak Grove, Glenwood and a portion 
of University. It is estimated that 
$6,900 of gasoline tax revenue will 
accrue to the city in the current 
fiscal year. Something like $8500 
of traffic fines are estimated to be 
paid into the street fund, leaving 
$10,000 to be transferred from other 
city revenue to cover the expendi- 
ture budget of $25,400. 

The gasoline tax project for this 
year will be the resurfacing of Ra- 
venswood Avenue. There will also 
be a payment of $5000 or more into 
the Santa Cruz Avenue project out 
of gasoline tax money that accrued 
last year. General maintenance of 
streets of major importance is es- 
timated at $900.

On local streets it is estimated 
we will spend $18,500, principally 
on the resurfacing program started 
two years ago. Originally we had 
calculated $11,200 annually would 
do the job, but the addition of new 
streets to the city, a more compre- 
hensive street sweeping program, 
and a substantially higher salary 
and material price scale, made the 
increase necessary. The last of 
these three reasons, of course, ac- 
counts for the major portion of the 
$7300 rise. 

The city is now in a postition to 
maintain permanently all streets 
constructed to its specifications ac- 
cording to its master plan. The 
actual construction of such srréets 
in the first place, however, is the 
responsibility of property owners or 
the subdivider. This work is usual- 
ly done by special assessment pro- 
ceedings, and does not come within 
the regular city budget. The Santa 
Cruz Avenue project is being con- 
structed through special assessment, 
and the protest hearing on a pro- 
ject embracing University Avenue 
(between Santa Cruz and Middle), 
Menlo Avenue, and side streets, will 
be held July 8 These two projects 
will improve the major portion of 
our streets not now constructed ac- 
cording to our master plan.
